The State Bights Doctrine. 


From Gnrneld speech in the Honne of llepre.-en 


tatives, June '27, 1370. 


I am unwilling to believe that any con- 


siderable number of Americans will over 
again push that doctrine to tho sumo ex- 
treme; and yet in these summer months 
of 1879, in the Congress of the reunited 
Nation, we find tho majority drifting fust 
and far in the wrong direction by reas- 
serting much of that doctrine which the 
war ought to have settled forever. And 
what is more lamentable, such declara- 
tions as Uiose wliich I read at the outset 
are finding their echoes in many portions 
of the country which was lately the the- 
atre of war. No one can read the pro- 
ceedings at certain recent celebrations, 
without observing the growing determin- 
ation to assert that the men who fought 
against the Union were not engaged in 
treasonable conspiracy against the Nation, 
but that they did right to fight for their 
States, and that, in the long run, tho lost 
cause will be victorious. These indica- 
tions are filling the people with anxiety 
and'indignatiou; and they are beginning 
to inquire whether the war has really set- 
tled these great questions. 
I remind the gentlemen on the other side 


that we have not revived these issues. 
We had hoped they were settled beyond 
recall, and that peace and friendship 
might be restored to our people. 


But the truth requires me to say that 


there is one indispensable ground of 
agreement on which alone wo can stand 
together, and it is this: The war for the 
Union was right, everlastingly right fap- 
planse[; and tho war against 'the Union 
was wrong, forever wrong. 
However 


honest and sincere individuals may have 
been, the secession was none the less re- 
bellion and treason.
